Child  Welfare  Clinic. 

These  are  held  in  the  Clinic  Building,  Urban  Road.  There 
were  96  sessions  held  during  the  year.  The  total  attendances  at 
all  sessions  were  5511.  Of  these  2804  were  children  under  1 year, 
and  2155  were  between  1 and  5 years  of  age.  Of  the  children 
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attending  the  Clinic  for  the  first  time  during  1945,  301  were  under 
1 year  of  age,  and  36  were  between  1 and  5 years  of  age.  The 
attendances  made  by  the  children  from  South  Ward  were  552. 

Doctors'  consultations  at  all  Child  Welfare  sessions  totalled 

263.

Ante-Natal  Clinic. 

Fifty- two  sessions  were  held  during  the  year  1945,  and  310 
individual  mothers  visited  the  Clinic,  making  a total  of  548  attend- 
ances. This  works  out  at  78.2%  of  the  expectant  mothers  in  the 
district  who  have  availed  themselves  of  the  facilities  given  by 
the  Clinic. 

Of  the  310  cases,  we  had  to  send  13  to  a specialist  for  further 
advice,  in  other  words,  about  4.1%  of  the  cases. 

24  Mothers  with  complications  in  child  bearing  were  sent  to 
the  Women’s  Hospital,  Nottingham.  45  Mothers  were  sent  to  the 
Mansfield  and  Basford  Institutions  owing  to  “ unsuitable  home 
conditions  ” and  5 cases  were  sent  for  X-Ray. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Dental  Services. 

By  arrangement  with  the  County  Council,  one  of  the  School 
Dental  Officers  employed  by  the  County  Council  undertakes  dental 
treatment  for  the  Urban  District  Council. 

He  holds  one  session  a week  at  the  Clinic,  and  the  work  con- 
sists of  extractions,  fillings,  X-rays,  and  dentures,  available  to 
expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  young  children.

The  district  is  supplied  from  the  Council’s  Waterworks  situated 
on  Blidworth  Road,  with  the  exception  of  the  Butterly  Colliery 
Company’s  Estate,  which  is  supplied  from  their  own  works.  Some 
houses  on  the  outskirts  of  the  district  adjoining  Selston  are  supplied 
from  the  Nottingham  Corporation’s  mains. 

There  are  10  isolated  cottages  which  are  not  connected  to  a 
town  supply. 

During  the  year  the  acute  shortage  in  the  water  supply  con- 
tinued. Borings  were  commenced  for  an  additional  water  supply. 

During  the  year  the  quarterly  reports  of  the  Chemical  and 
Bacteriological  examinations  showed  that  the  quality  and  purity 
of  the  water  supply  has  been  maintained. 

The  Chlorination  plants  in  the  Council’s  pumping  station  as 
well  as  those  of  the  Butterly  Colliery  Co.,  are  working  satisfactorily.

The  time  is  now  opportune  to  make  a generalised  statement 
upon  the  Housing  conditions  existing  in  the  district. 

The  standard  of  housing  of  the  working  class  population  has 
deteriorated  considerably  since  1939,  both  as  regards  the  condition 
of  repair  and  overcrowding. 
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This  has  been  brought  about  by  the  abnormal  conditions 
which  prevailed  throughout  the  war  and  is  chiefly  due  to  the 
following  factors 

1.  The  cessation  of  building  new  houses, 

2.  The  postponement  of  slum  clearance  schemes, 

3.  The  shortages  of  labour  and  certain  materials  for  repair 

work. 

It  will  be  necessary  to  carry  out  a comprehensive  Housing 
survey  of  the  district  in  order  to  ascertain  the  nature  of  the  action 
to  be  taken.  We  estimate  that  over  200  houses  will  have  to  be 
considered  for  demolition,  and  a large  number  of  others  for  thorough 
reconditioning  and  repair. 

Complete  figures  regarding  the  over-crowding  position  are  not 
available  owing  to  the  lapse  of  time  since  the  overcrowding  survey 
was  carried  out  in  1936.  It  is  essential  therefore  that  the  district 
should  be  re-surveyed  in  order  to  obtain  the  necessary  information.

Prevalence  of  and  Control  of  Fever,  Infectious  and  Other  Diseases, 

During  the  year  we  had  71  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  compared 
with  143  of  the  previous  year,  also  24  cases  of  Whooping  Cough 
and  98  cases  of  Measles. 

There  were  only  two  cases  of  Diphtheria  during  the  year  as 
compared  with  31  in  1944. 

Of  the  two  cases  of  Diphtheria  one  was  under  5 years  and  one 
15  to  25  years  of  age,  both  were  un-immunised  but  both  made 
a good  recovery.

I beg  to  submit  my  seventh  Annual  Report  as  your  Senior 
Sanitary  Inspector. 

In  accordance  with  instructions  the  report  will  contain  only 
the  essential  facts  and  statistics. 

Housing. 

Housing  repair  work  was  again  greatly  restricted  during  1945, 
but  every  effort  was  made  to  remedy  the  more  serious  defects. 
The  shortage  of  labour  and  certain  materials  hindered  the  depart- 
ment in  obtaining  compliance  with  notices. 

85  houses  were  inspected  during  the  year,  and  69  were  repaired. 
Drainage  and  Sanitary  Work. 

The  duties  of  the  Department  include  the  sanitary  supervision 
of  these  works,  the  investigation  of  complaints  relating  to  them, 
and  the  testing  and  inspection  of  new  and  old  drainage.  During 
the  year  14  new  drains  were  tested  with  the  water  test  before 
being  filled  in. 

467  Complaints  were  received  relating  to  choked  drains. 

43  Drains  were  repaired  or  reconstructed  following  examinations 
as  a result  of  complaints  or  for  other  reasons. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

An  Inspector  is  employed  by  the  County  Council  to  supervise 
the  purity  of  rivers  and  streams. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

The  closet  accommodation  of  the  district  at  the  end  of  the 
year  was  as  follows  : —

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Disinfection. 

59  Houses  were  disinfected  after  the  occurrence  therein  of 
Infectious  Disease.  This  work  is  done  immediately  on  notification 
by  the  Medical  Practitioner  attending  the  case. 

37  Consignments  of  bedding  and  clothing  were  treated  at  the 
Council's  Steam  Disinfector  following  Infectious  Disease. 

A number  of  library  books  were  also  disinfected  during  the 
year  after  being  in  contact  with  Infectious  Disease. 

Disinfestation. 

17  houses  were  disinfested  for  verminous  conditions. 

Keeping  of  Swine  and  Other  Animals. 

Householders  were  encouraged  during  war-time  to  keep  swine. 
Inspections  are  made  in  order  to  detect  any  nuisance  arising 
therefrom.  31  Inspections  were  made  and  several  unsatisfactory 
conditions  remedied. 

Petroleum  Acts  and  Regulations. 

My  duties  include  those  of  Petroleum  Inspector.  During  the 
year  22  licences  were  granted  for  the  storage  of  Petroleum  Spirit 
and  the  income  derived  therefrom  was  £12  10s.  Od. 

Notices  and  Proceedings. 

During  the  year  there  were  369  preliminary  notices  and  98 
statutory  notices  issued,  of  which  439  were  complied  with,  the 
remainder  being  carried  forward  to  1946. 

There  were  126  interviews  with  owners  of  property  during 
the  year. 

Complaint  was  made  to  a Court  of  Summary  Jurisdiction 
regarding  the  non-compliance  with  abatement  notices  under 
section  93,  Public  Health  Act,  1936  served  upon  the  owner  of 
three  houses  in  the  district.  The  Court  made  Nuisance  Orders 
requiring  the  works  to  be  executed  within  6 weeks  and  imposed 
a fine  of  £1  and  costs  in  each  case.  The  works  were  subsequently 
executed  by  the  owner. 
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Public  Mortuary. 

The  Council  possess  a public  mortuary  which  is  maintained 
by  the  Department. 

It  is  only  a temporary  type  of  building  and  unsatisfactory  in 
many  respects.  It  is  essential  that  more  suitable  premises  with 
adequate  facilities  should  be  provided  as  soon  as  circumstances 
permit.

Refuse  Collection. 

A weekly  collection  of  household  refuse  was  maintained  through- 
out the  year. 

Collection  is  carried  out  by  the  Karrier  and  Dennis  on  the 
relay  system,  a team  of  11  men  to  the  two  vehicles.  The  Bedford 
lorry  is  used  for  collecting  refuse  from  the  outer  districts  and  for 
other  work  in  the  Department. 

During  the  year  2,751  loads  of  refuse  comprising  6,835  tons 
8 cwts.  were  collected.  (This  tonnage  figure  is  estimated  from 
periodic  test  weighings.)

This  compares  unfavourably  with  the  figures  for  1944  when 
the  total  amount  of  salvage  collected  was  111  tons  1 cwt.  yielding 
an  income  of  £714  Os.  3d. 


Refuse  Disposal. 

Destructor. 

595  loads  or  1,223  tons  of  refuse  were  disposed  of  by  burning 
in  the  3-cell  refuse  destructor. 

492  loads,  or  953  tons,  5 cwts.  of  clinker  were  removed  from 
the  destructor  to  the  Lime  Street  tip. 

These  figures  illustrate  the  inefficiency  of  the  destructor  in 
dealing  with  the  present  type  of  refuse  which  has  contained  far 
less  combustible  material  since  the  fuel  shortage. 

Tips. 

Tipping  was  carried  on  during  the  year  at  the  Lane  End  tip. 
2,256  loads,  or  5,612  tons  8 cwts.  of  refuse  were  tipped.  This 
is  approximately  82%  of  the  total  refuse  collected. 
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During  the  year  a sub-committee  was  appointed  to  consider 
the  question  of  future  tipping  ground.  It  was  recommended 
that  tipping  be  extended  to  the  west  of  the  present  tip  and  also 
to  the  south  side,  on  the  land  previously  purchased  from  the 
L.M.S.  Railway  Co.  It  was  recommended  that  enquiries  be  made 
regarding  the  purchase  of  two  fields  to  the  south  of  the  G.N. 
Railway. 

Depot. 

It  is  essential  that  improved  washing  facilities  should  be 
provided  for  the  employees  of  the  department  as  soon  as  this 
becomes  practicable.
